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Most Costly Crop Famine. 

The severe existing drouth ia 
visiting the Commonwealth with 
the most costly crop famine .in 
the history of Kentucky. Loss 
to the farmers of the State will 
exceed $80,000,000. Cost of liv- 
ing will be nearly 20 per cent, 
higher next winter than last as a 
result. These figures are based 
on estimates by Commissioner of 
Agriculture, John W. Newman, 
calculating on former crop 
yields. 

Reports from all sections of the 
State give evidence of desolation 
and ruin visited upon the corn- 
fields, tobacco lands and wide 
stretches of blue grass, made as 
if a destructive torch had been 
applied to some picturesque 
scene of peace and plenty. 

The effect of the drouth which 
is viewed with greatest alarm in 
city and town in the tremendous 
increase in the already high cost 
of living and consequent suffer- 
ing that will ensue as a result of 
the complete failure of many 
staple firm products.

Farming Not so 

Farming is not the most profit- 
able business in the world, rail- 
road press agents to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding, according to 
a bulletin of the II. 8. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. For the 
first time in the history of farm- 
ing in the United States the de- 
partment has managed to get ac- 
curate data on the subject. It 
reports that the average income 
of the American farmer is $040.40 
a year. "It is reasonable to in- 
fer," says the department, "that 
at least half of the farmers in 
this country have even smaller 
incomes. Individual farmers 
here and there have incomes 
iarger than this average, but the 
facts indicate that on the whole 
the incomes of the farmers in 
this country, even if we include 
as a part of the income those 
things consumed on the farm 
where they are produced, is cer- 
tainly not more than sufficient to 
pay 5 per cent, on the investment 
and ordinary farm wages for the 
labar they do, and .t is probably 
considerably less than this.
